For purposes of this section, gifts, bequests, and13

devises shall include, but not be limited to, donations, gifts,14

bequests, devises, and grants from individuals, organizations,15

corporations, and similar entities and from nonfederal governmental16

agencies.17

At the discretion of the budget administrator of the18

budget division of the Department of Administrative Services and19

the Accounting Administrator of the Department of Administrative20

Services, expenditures of funds from any gift, bequest, or devise21

may be expended through any existing or administratively created22

Sec. 269. LIMITATION ON SALARIES, WAGES, AND PER DIEMS.10

(1) For purposes of this act, (a) SALARY LIMIT shall mean11

total expenditures for permanent and temporary salaries and per12

diems and (b) total expenditures for permanent and temporary13

salaries and per diems shall mean all remuneration paid to14

employees treated as taxable compensation by the Internal Revenue15

Service or subject to social security coverage, specifically16

including payments accounted for as vacation, holidays, sick leave,17

military leave, funeral leave, maternity leave, administrative18

leave, compensatory time, deferred compensation, or any other19

similar form, and amounts withheld pursuant to law, but excluding20

state contributions for social security, retirement, and employee21

insurance plans.22

(2) Total expenditures for permanent and temporary23

salaries and per diems shall be limited to the amount shown except24

when federal funds in excess of the amount shown are available and25

approved by the Governor. Expenditures for permanent and temporary26
